SANTA CLAUS 

Many legends survive concerning St. Nicholas, the 
man who has come down to us as Santa Claus. He was 
born in Patras, a city of Lycia, in Asia Minor nearly 
300 years after the birth of Christ. Stories are told 
of the miraculous powers of Nicholas even in his in¬ 
fancy. As Archbishop of Myra, additional miracles 
are told of Nicholas. He is remembered especially 
for his courageous defense of his faith against the 
Roman Emperor Diocletian. 

It was Vladimir I of Russia who brought the tales 
of St. Nicholas to the north. Nicholas was made pat¬ 
ron saint of Russia, and his fame spread among the 
Lapps and Sanoyeds. The Lapland image of St. Nich¬ 
olas as a heavy man dressed in red and riding a sled 
pulled by reindeer was brought to the United States by 
early Dutch settlers. 

English children call their Santa Claus "Father 
Christmas. " In Italy the children look to the "Urn of 
Fate" for their gifts. In Norway the presents are 
found throughout the house. In France the presents 
are brought by the "Christmas Good Man" and, in the 
case of peasant children, are put in wooden shoes 
and placed by the fireside. 

As you can see, Santa Claus, though called by 
different names, is loved by children everywhere.

An Account of 

Blessed Vincent Pallotti's Life 

Blessed Vincent Pallotti, founder of the Society of 
the Catholic Apostolate, was born at Rome on April 
21, 1795, and died there January 22, 1850. He was a 
descendant of the noble Pallotti family. His early stud¬ 
ies were made at the Pious School of San Pantaleone; 
afterwards he passed on to the Roman College. At the 
age of sixteen he resolved to become a secular priest, 
and on May 16, 1818,he was ordained. On July 25, he 
became a Doctor of Theology and showed great traits 
of a fine theologian but decided to dedicate himself en¬ 
tirely to pastoral work. 

Rome had in him a second Philip Neri. Hearing 
confessions and preaching were his constant occupa¬ 
tions. He was seen daily roaming the streets of Rome 
trying to give aid and assistance to those in need. Dur¬ 
ing the cholera plague of 1837, Pallotti constantly en¬ 
dangered his life in ministering to the sick. After a day 
spent in apostolic labor, he was accustomed to pass 
almost the whole night in prayer, sleeping for only a 
few hours on a chair or on the bare floor. The most 
distinguished members of the Roman aristocracy hon¬ 
ored him, but the only advantage he took of their 
friendship was to advocate the claims of the poor. Even 
as a young man, he often returned home barefooted, 
after having given away half his clothing in alms. More 
often than once he was known to have given away his 
bed to the needy.

It was venerable Pallotti who started in 1836 the 
special observance at Rome of the Octave of the Epip¬ 
hany. Pallotti's chief desire was to make this obser¬ 
vance a means of uniting the dissenting Oriental church 
with Rome - a theme so popular today at the Vatican 
Council. His work was carried on after his death by 
the Society of the Catholic Apostolate; Priests and lay- 
brothers founded in 1835 and the Sisters of the Catho¬ 
lic Apostolate in 1843.

Process of Sainthood 

January 20, 1963,is the date the Holy Father has 
set aside for the canonization of Vincent Pallotti. For 
quite a while now, the Pallottine Fathers and Sisters 
have anxiously awaited this history-making day. They 
have offered Masses, novenas, rosaries and sacri¬ 
fices so that their founder may receive the honor of 
sainthood.

Many of us do not know what first had to happen 
before Vincent Pallotti would even be considered for 
sainthood. The first thing is a public and official de¬ 
claration of his heroic virtue and then two miracles 
must be performed for his beatification. The mira¬ 
cles in this case were: first, the saving of a nine year 
old child from death, after the child had fallen 60 feet; 
second, the curing of a little girl of multiple sclerosis. 

After these miracles were accepted, then came the 
work of the miracles for canonization. The first mira¬ 
cle was the curing of a farmer from a poisonous tumor 
and the second was the cure of the Father General of 
the Pallottines from a mystifying disease of the liver 
and cardiovascular system. 

Father Turowski was on the point of death when 
the intercession of Blessed Vincent was sought and a 
relic placed on his breast. With remarkable sudden¬ 
ness, there was a distinct change in Father's condi¬ 
tion. He fell into a peaceful sleep, and when he awak¬ 
ened the following morning, he realized that he was 
completely cured. 

Now that you know a little more about the process 
of his canonization, let us praise the Lord through His 
new saint; and may St. Vincent Pallotti be a powerful 
advocate for all of us before the throne of God.

If anyone missed the articles of news about our 
Vatican Council II, here^s a chance to get the latest. 

Changes are in the making. The first big change 
has already taken place. Pope John decreed that the 
name of St. Joseph be inserted after that of Mary in 
the Communicantes of the Canon, the most solemn 
part of the Mass. The first time St. Joseph's name 
was used in The Commemoration of the Saints was the 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception, Dec. 8, 1962. 

Another reform is in the making at this Council, 
one with which the whole Mystical Body of Christ 
would be especially interested. A proposal for litur¬ 
gical reforms, which promises to make the Mass 
"more vital and informative for the faithful in accor¬ 
dance with present pastoral requirements, " was pass¬ 
ed by a vote of 2, 162 to 46. 

Also, an Argentine Bishop may ask the Holy Father 
to sanction and dignify a form of public worship in the 
vernacular conducted by laymen under the direction 
of the Bishop in outlying areas where no priests are 
available. In his own diocese he has had success 
with this plan, and it has brought about a revival of 
interest in and practice of the faith among those who 
could not be reached by the clergy.
